Moses’ Attack on Farley. 


Moses has a reputation for being | 
a determined and calculating man/| 
—with along memory. He holds a | 
particular grievance against Far-| 
ley, and during his campaign last | 
year made one of the same charges | 
against Farley which Long is now 
making, namely, that companies 
receiving Federal funds and Fed- 
eral contracts purchased supplies 
from a corporation in which Far- 
ley is interested. 

There is much reason to believe 
that in recent months Moses has 
made a careful investigation of 
Farley’s interests and business con- 
nections, and that the results have 
been forwarded to Long. Moses and 
Huey form a dangerous combina- 
tion. 

During th-~ New York guberna- 
torial campaign, Moses_ publicly 
charged that Starrett Bros. & Eken, 
a construction firm having a Gov- 
ernment loan for a housing proj- 
ect in the Bronx, purchased mate- 
rails from the General Builders 
Supply Co., of which Farley for- 
merly was president, and in which 
he is still a stockholder. He added 
that jobs on the project were 
awarded by a henchman of Edward 
Flynn, Democratic political boss of 
the Bronx, and Farley’s intimate 
political associate. 

When Russell H. Hunter, vice- 
president of the construction com- 
pany, attempted a refutation of 
Moses’ charges, the latter replied 
in a savage letter which began with 
a statement: “I have read your let- 
ter, and there is not a word of 
truth in it.” He asserted that 
Hunter was relying on technicali- 
ties and evasions, and admonished 
him “not to try to spoof me.” 

Long On Radio Tonight. 

Huey will return to the assault 
tonight in a speech over a national 
radio network.

“It should be 
noted,” the report stated, “that this 
letter is carefully worded to give 
the impression that Mandel & Pat- 
terson are more or less protectors 
of the creditors and that they have 
been designated to represent the 
creditors much the same as a pro- 
tective committee. Nothing is said 
in the letter of any fee or charge 
for services. 

Signers Got Wrong Idea. 

“Every person we __ interviewed 
who had signed one of the proofs of 
debt which accompany each letter 
of solicitation and which give the 
collection firm power of attorney, 
was of the impression that Mandel 
& Patterson had been appointed to 
represent the creditors. In each case 
the creditor was amazed to learn 
that he had given Mandel & Patter- 
son a power of attorney to vote for 
trustee, to receive dividends, etc. 

“The purposes of the solicitation 
are quite evident. First, in a great 
many cases where Mandell & Pat- 
terson solicited and obtained these 
claims, Samuel S. Mandell was ap- 
pointed trustee of the bankrupt es- 
tate and in many such cases he 
actually received compensation for 
acting as such trustee.

Fails to Satisfy Critics at 
Hearing Committee 
Asks Him for Specific 
List of Codes It Is Pro- 
posed to Drop.

WASHINGTON, March 7.—Don- 
ald R. Richberg, former general 
counsel of the National Recovery 
Administration, and now executive 
director of the National Emergency 
Council, laid before the Senate Fi- 
nance Committee today, the Roose- 
velt administration’s plan for ex- 
tending an amended Nationa] In- 
dustrial Recovery Act for two 
years. 

In a formal statement which he 
read before subjecting himself to 
questions by the committee mem- 
bers, Richberg disclosed that the ad- 
ministration apparently was worried 
about the legality of the present 
NIRA and urged revision of the act 
to limit it to interstate commerce 
and to those intrastate activities 
| that “affect interstate commerce, so 
, Substantially that the establishment 
‘and enforcement of standards of 
fair competition therein are neces- 
sary for the protection of interstate 
commerce.” 

Some Codes Not Strictly Enforced. 

Richberg, in his formal statement, 
did not argue that the “general wel- 
fare” clauses of the Constitution or 
the economic “emergency” brought 
the NIRA under the constitutional 


powers of Congress. These points 
were argued when the original 
NIRA was debated. 

Richberg said that hours and 


wages of 22,000,000 employes could 
now be regulated by NRA codes, 
He admitted, however, that the 
codes were not strictly enforced in 
some industries and that the hours 
and wages of about 3,000,000 of the 
22,000,000 employes were not regu- 
lated, 
17 Suggestions. 

Richberg said that the following 
“suggestions” represented the ad- 
ministration’s idea of what was 
“practically necessary” to the con- 
tinued and improved functioning of 


the NRA: 
1. The policy of Congress te 
meet the needs of the present 


emergency and to prevent its re 
currence by appropriate regula- 
tion of interstate commerce 
should be more clearly defined; 
and the administrative activities 
to accomplish these defined aims 
should be explicitly authorized. 
This will serve, not merely to 
strengthen the exercise of admin- 
istrative authority, but also to de- 
fine its limitations. 

2. The act should be extended 
substantially in the present form 
two years, so as to allow for @ 
further development of adminis- 
trative procedures and a clarifica- 
tion of the entire problem prior 
to the enactment of such permae- 
nent legislation as may then seem 
desirable. 

3. The flexible machinery. of 
code formulation and administra- 
tion should be preserved with the 
use of such instrumentalities of 
self-discipline as code authorities 
permitted, but with express re 
strictions upon the exercise of any 
public authority by any private 
body.

LITTLE INTEREST 
IN THE CAMPAIGN 


Fewer Than 40 Pct. of 
Registered Voters Expect- 
ed to Turn Out—Appeal 
Made By Mayor. 


Polling places in the 669 precincts 
will be open from 6 a. m, to 7 p. m. 
tomorrow for the aldermanic pri- 
mary election, following a brief 
campaign in which there was re- 
markably little public interest. 


Democratic and Republican nom- 
inees will be selected for president 
of the Board of Aldermen and for 
14 places as Aldermen from _ the 
even-numbered wards. Those chosen 
at the election of April 2 will con- 
stitute the majority of the Board 
of Aldermen for the next four 
years. Terms of the 14 Aldermen 
from the odd-numbered wards will 
expire in 1937. 

There are 371,078 voters. regis- 
tered. Chairman Waechter of the 
Election Board, conceding that his 
estmiate might be “a little high,” 
predicted that 100,000 Democrats 
and 50,000 Republicans might vote, 
or 40 per cent of the registration. 
Other politicians and observers 
thought the vote would be much 
smaller, perhaps only 20 per cent 
of the registration or even less. It 
Was agreed among politicians that 
the showing at the polls would be 
largely an “organization vote,” 
brought out by the party workers. 


Mayor Urges People to Vote. 

Mayor Dickmann issued a state- 
ment urging the people to vote and 
pointing out the importance of the 
primary in determining the charac- 
ter of the Board of Aldermen. He 
said the Aldermen, although elect- 
ed to represent wards, were “in a 
real sense representatives of the en- 
tire city.” The Aldermen will be 
nominated and elected at large, un- 
der a recent decision of the Su- 
preme Court of Missouri, which 
held that a Charter amendment 
would be necessary to take advant- 
age of a constitutional amendment 
voted last year to permit election | 
by wards. 

City offices will be closed tomor- 
row, permitting municipal employ- 
es, who constitute the backbone of 
the Democratic party organization, 
to work at the polls. 

Excise Commissioner Scullin an- 
nounced that saloons must be closed 
from 12 o'clock tonight to 6 a. m.

IMMORALITY STORIES 


Returns to Stand to Rebut Tes- 
timony Given by Witnesses 
for the Defense. 


By the Associated Press. 
NEW YORK, March 7.—Mrs. 


Wilma E. Gould testifying today in 
her $500,000 damage suit denied 
stories of impropriety and immoral- 
ity told by witnesses for the three 
defendants, whom she charges had 
her drugged to obtain divorce evi- 
dence against her. 

After her brief cross-examination, 
the taking of testimony ended and 
lawyers for both sides prepared to 
deliver their summations. A motion 
to dismiss was denied by Supreme 
Court Justice Edgar J. Lauer. 

Clothed entirely in black and look- 
ing pale and tired, Mrs. Gould spoke 
her denials in a quet but emphatic 
tone as her lawyer led her back 
over the high spots of the defense 
testimony against her character. 
Most of the testimony had been giv- 
en by Gale Wendell, niece of Ma- 
rion Peterson, proprietress of a Chi- 
cago “call house.” Mrs. Gould said 
she did not meet Miss Wendell un- 
til two yvears after the latter testi- 
fied they had become friends. 

Questioned by Her Lawyer. 

“Did you ever tell Gale Wendell 
that you visited a ‘call house’ in 
Chicago or any ‘call house’ any- 
where else?” asked Henry Uter- 
hart, her attorney. 

“I never did,” the witness replied. 
She also denied telling Gale she had 
worked in Mrs. Harriet Holland’s 
house in New Orleans. 

Miss Wendell had testified that 
Mrs. Gould had told her of an in- 
timate relationship with one Benny 


Crouch in Chicago, and had testi- 
fied that the pair slept with “six- 
shooters” under their pillows. 
“Is that so?” demanded 
Gould’s attorney. “It is not.” 
Gould smiled at the question. 
Denies Barkeeper’s Story. 
Mrs. Gould said that she had 
never seen John Stanley until the 
present trial. Stanley testified yes- 
terday that when he was running a 
bar in Paris in 1928 Mrs. Gould ap- 
proached him with an offer of a 
“percentage” if he would introduce 
her to some of his wealthy Ameri- 
can patrons.

BANKER TELL 
ABOUT HANDLING 
MELLON STOCK 


Vice-President Denies Un- 
ion Trust Co. Was Clear- 
ing House for Alleged 
‘Shadow Sales.’ 


By the Associated Press. 

PITTSBURGH, Pa., March 13.— 
The Government charge that the 
$300,000,000 Union Trust Co. of Pitts- 
burgh served as a clearing house 
for alleged “shadow sales” in stocks 
for Andrew W. Mellon was denied 
today by Carl R. Kord, a vice-presi- 
dent of the bank. 

Korb told the Board of Tax Ap- 
peals, hearing Mellon’s protest 
against a $3,089,000 assessment on 
his 1931 income, that he handled 
one sale of 123,000 shares of Pitts- 
burgh Coal stock. 

The stock was sold by Mellon to 
Union Trust late in December, 1931, 
for $500,000. Mellon claimed a loss 
of $5,500,000 on the transaction. 
About three months later the same 
stock was repurchased from Union 
Trust by the Mellon family holding 
concern, the Coalesced Co. 

Stock Frem Mellon Secretary. 

Korb said he received the stock 
from Howard M. Johnson, Mellon’s 
secretary, in December and placed 
it in the name of the Acly Co., a 
partnership nominee formed by 
Union Trust to hold legal title to 
securities owned by it. The stock 
then was placed in the investment 
portfolio of the bank, Korb said. 

Sometime in March, he contin- 
ued, H. C. McEldowney, president 
of the bank, instructed him to 
dispose of the stock “if and when” 
they could get a “fair return” on 
the investment. 

“He asked me to get a buyer,” 
said Korb. 

“Prior to that had you any agree- 
ment with anyone to take _ that 
stock off your hands?” asked Frank 
J. Hogan, attorney for Mellon. “I 
did not,” said Korb. 

Korb said he had inquired of 
Johnson if he knew of anyone will- 
ing to buy the stock, and _ said 
Johnson on two occasions told him 
ihe did not but finally asked him 
to quote a price. 

Fixing of the Price. 

“How did you arrive at the 
price?” asked Hogan. “I computed 
our investment plus 6 per cent in- 
terest,’ was the answer. 

“Did Mr. McEldowney say who 
you were to approach in regards 
to the sale of this stock?” continued 
Hogan. “He did not,” said Korb. 

Hogan and the Government at- 
torney, Robert H. Jackson, argued 
over attempts by Jackson to dig 
deeper into the records of Union 
| Trust. 

Following up his charges that A. 
W. Mellon, his brother, the late R. 
B. Mellon, and McEldowney “were 
actors together,” Jackson asked 
Korb about a $15,000 painting of the 
three, done for the bank. It was 
placed in the bank president’s of- 
fice. Hogan objected strenuously 
that it had no bearing on the case 
and Presiding Member Ernest Van 
Fossan ruled with him. 

The hearing was recessed early 
this afternoon after the attorneys 
got into a dispute over a legal ques- 
tion. 

Jackson asked Korb: “On or 
about Nov. 7, 1930, did you prepare 
for the Union Trust Co. a list of se- 
curities on the books of that com- 
pany at a sum above their market 
value for transfer to the Union Sav- 
ings Bank?” Hogan objected, say- 
ing the question had nothing to do 
with Mellon’s case. Jackson con- 
tended the evidence was sought in 
relation to the credibility of the wit- 
ness, and the credibility of Union 
Trust, through which the Govern- 
ment charges Mellon made “shad-

5. In the, approval of codes of 
fair competition the President 
should be required to make find- 
ings that the standards laid down 
by the Congress had been met. 
These standards should include 
clear and practical definitions and 
prohibitions of monopolies and 
monopolistic practices. There 
should be authority provided in 
the law for those controls over 
natural resource industries, which 
are required for’ eliminating 
waste, controlling output, stabil- 
izing employment and the protec- 
tion of the public interest. 

Power to Impose Codes. 

6—The President’s power to im- 
pose conditions upon his approval 
of a code, or to require amend- 
ments or modifications thereof, 
should be explicitly given. But 
the proponents of voluntary codes 
should have the right to withdraw 
their consent from codes so modi- 
fied as to be unacceptable to 
them. 

7—There should be a_ clear 
grant of power to the President 
to impose a limited code when- 
ever there is no code in effect, 
which limited codes should con- 
tain only certain requirements, 
such as minimum wages, maxi- 
mum hours, the prohibition of 
notoriously unfair business prac- 
tices, provisions to prevent the 
waste of natural resources and 
to require that information he 
furnished which is necessary to 
the public interest. 


8—The Congress should itself 
set the standards of. minimum 
wages and maximum hours for 
administrative application in lim- 
ited codes. Some flexibility in 
these standards is absolutely nec- 
essary, but the area of executive 
discretion should be rather nar- 
rowly defined. 

Method of Financing. 

9—Provision should be made 
for financing code administration 
so far as possible by the trade 
or industry concerned, subjecting 
the collection and administration 
of such funds to the general ap- 
proval of the NRA, so as to pro- 
tect individual and minority in- 
terests, as well as the public in- 
terest. 

10—The provisions in the pres- 
ent law for voluntary agreements 
to improve industrial or labor 
conditions should be preserved. 

11—In order to sustain the ef- 
fectiveness of codes and agree- 
ments, the use of insignia and 
labels should be authorized, 
whereby consumers may assist in 
supporting the standards of fair 
competition. 

12—The present exemption 
from the provisions of the anti- 
trust laws should be restricted 
and defined so as to provide that 
co-operative activities, legalized 
by code provisions, shall be la 
ful only when the codes them- 
selves have been written in com- 
pliance with the anti-monopoly 
requirements of the act. 

Concerning Section 7A. 


13—The rights of employes 
should be defined, as at present, 
in Section 7a, which contains a 
statement of principles which are 
gaining in general understanding 
and acceptance and which have 
already received the interpreta- 
tion and sanction of the Supreme 
Court. 

14—Various terms 
should be clarified by definition. 

15—The general provisions of 
sections 8, 9 and 10 should ve 
continued with some desirable 
improvements in language. 

16—The machinery for the en- 
forcement of codes. should be 
strengthened by providing for: 
(A) Preventing violations . by 
equity procedure; (B) Making vi- 
olations of codes or rules punish- 
able only by a fine; (C) providing 


‘for the compromise of liabilities 


incurred; (D) Authorizing find- 
ings of fact on employe com- 
plaints as the basis for expedi- 
tious judicial proceedings; (E) 
Making remedies under the Fed- 
eral Trade Commission Act avail- 
able for the enforcement of codes, 
agreements or rules. 

17—In order to maintain. the 
continuity of present codes and 
at the same time to insure any 
necessary revisions, there should 
be a requirement that all codes 
shall be revised within a limited 
period of extension so as to con- 


in the act. 


form to the requirements of the 
amended act. 
Voluntary Codes. 

Richberg said that if Congress 
would limit the jurisdiction of the 
NRA to eliminate purely local in- 
dustries from compulsory codes, 
provision should be made for vol- 
untary codes. 

He gave as his legal view that 
the interpretation of interstate 
commerce could be so broad as to 
include virtually all industries, but 
added that the interpretation could 
be so narrow as'to leave states in 
a position where they would be 
unable to handle the situation. 

“T think,” he said, “we should 
draw the line where we find the 
states incapable to deal with these 
problems, That is roughly what 
the Supreme Court has done.” 


Close Definitions. 

Senator King of Utah asked 
whether the elimination of purely 
local industries, such as restaurants, 
barber shops and hotels would not 
come under codes. Richberg re- 
plied that what was interstate and 
intrastate commerce was a far 
more complicated question than ap- 
peared on the surface. . 

He cited as an example oil fill- 
ing stations, which, he said, were 
an outlet for an interstate industry. 
He said the Supreme Court in the 
stockyard cases had held that the 
“throat through which interestate 
commerce flows” should be consid- 
ered a part of interstate commerce. 

Richberg, when questioned about 
his part in framing the lumber 
code, said it was “in purely an ad- 
visory capacity,” and added: “In 
fact everybody acted in an advis- 
ory capacity.” 

As laughter filled the committee 
room, Richberg explained that the 
“sdministrator,” without mention- 
ing Gen. Hugh S. Johnson by name, 
made the final recommendations to 
the President. 

Source of Statement. 

Eighteen Senators were grouped 
around the witness’ chair as Rich. 
berg made his statement. All spec- 
tators’ seats were filled and several 
stood around the walls of the large 
hearing room in the Senate office 
building. 

His proposals, Richberg told the 
committee, were prepared by repre- 
sentatives of the NRA and other 
interested Government depart- 
ments, but he added that “when it 
comes to details there may be var- 
ious divisions of opinion as to ex- 
actly what provisions and language 
would be most desirable.” 

“They are intended,” he said, “as 
an outline of those recommenda- 
tions upon which there is a gen- 
eral accord and which may involve 
a minimum of controversy. They 
are regarded as practically neces- 
sary, in the light of experience, to 
the continued and improved func- 
tioning of the NRA. 

To Remove Fears. 

“If they are adopted, they should 
aid to strengthen the exercise of 
the Federal authority within a defi- 
nite area wherein it is urgently re.- 
quired; while at the same time re- 
moving many fears, either of undue 
extension of Governmental author- 
ity, or of the illegal exercise of 
private economic control to 
injury of the public interest.” 

Arguing that the validity of law 
depends upon public opinion, Rich- 
berg said that “when the Supreme 
Court is called upon to answer the 
question: ‘Is this law a reasonable 
exercise of a power clearly: con- 
ferred?’ it is not the individual opin- 
ion of the single Judge, but the 
prepondering public opinion, which 
should be decisive.” 

Of the anti-trust laws, he said: 
Anti-Trust Laws “Deceitful.” 
“Our legislative, administrative 
and judicial efforts to enforce the 
principles of the anti-trust laws 
have been a deceitful failure, a con- 
tinuing public injury for 45 years. 
They have been deceitful because 
they have held out the promise of 
protection from monoply and _re- 
straint of trade, while in fact they 

have not supplied any of that. 

“For the first time we have ac- 
quired the ability now to give an 
honest protection to workers. and 
consumers against the abuses of 
economic power. It would be well to 
preserve this new found ability and 
to use it effectively.” . 

Five Classes of Complaints. 
Richberg grouped complaints 
against NRA under five heads, giv- 
ing personal comments on them: 
Complaints of non-enforcement: 


“Considering the millions of em- 
ployes affected, it is evident that the 
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labor provisions of the codes have 
been generally complied with. 

Complaints of individual hardship 
and injustice: “Necesgarily the ef- 
fort to establish industrial codes 
would produce many cases of indi-; 
vidal injury. . , Over 1171 ex- 
emptions from the operation of spe- 
cified code provisions have been 
granted.” 

Complaints of monopolistic prac- 
tices and oppression of small enter- 
prises: “The general proposition 
that the effect of the codes upon 
small enterprises has been harm- 
ful, can not be sustained. The 
steady cecline of business failures 
_ , . is a complete refutation of 
this charge.” 

Effect Upon Consumers. 


Complaints of injury to consum- 
ers: “The question of the effect up- 
on consumers of the codes is one 
concerning which there may be 
endless argument.” He then quoted 
Dr. Frederick C. Mills of the Na- 
tional Bureau of Economic Re- 
search, as saying that the price 
movements have been “salutary.” 

Complaints of management and 
labor against each other and 
against NRA: “The great difficulty 
encountered by NRA in the field of 
labor relations has resulted from 
the absence of an adequate organi- 
zation of labor in the United States. 
The major issues regarding terms 
and conditions of employment 
should be settled by collective bar- 
gaining between employers and em- 
ployes. It is certainly wiser for the 
Government to help bring about the 
fixing of hours, wages and other la- 
bor conditions by such processes, 
than to substitute political action 
for private bargaining in the regu- 
lation of labor conditions. 


Denies NRA Is Failure. 

“It is, however, fair to state that, 
with codes covering substantially 
90 per cent of their possible cover- 
age, with hundreds of thousands of 
separate enterprises and over 20,- 
000,000 employes affected, the com- 
paratively small volume of com- 
plaints and the record of their dis- 
position will show that any sweep- 
ing indictment of the NRA as a 
‘failure,’ or as having operated con- 
trary to the public interest, can not 
be sustained.” 

He said half of the complaints 
were “occasioned by 10 codes,” and 
the bulk of them by five of the 10.

“I should like to see Missouri get 
into the front rank of states with 
an aroused consciousness that child- 
hood is the best asset we have,” he 
said. “This will not interfere with 
the rights of parents, as has been 
alleged.

This is the third time negative ac- 
tion has been taken on the proposed 
amendment in Missouri. In 1924 it 
was voted down in the Legislatura 
and in the special session of 1933-34 
it was passed by the House, but 
killed in a Senate committee.

Administration Leaders in 
Senate Waiting for An- 


other Test on Prevailing 
Wage Amendment. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, March 7.—An- 
other Senate vote is in prospect 
on the prevailing wage amendment 
which was written into the $4,880,- 
000,000 work-relief bill two weeks 
ago against President Roosevelt's 
wishes. 

Reopening of the floor fight on 
the measure has been delayed by 
debate on the army appropriation 
bill. Administration leaders are 
ready to proceed with the relief 
debate when this barrier is out of 
the way. 

Senator McCarran (Dem.) Ne- 
vada, author of the prevailing wage 


| @mendment which the Senate pre- 


viously adopted, 44 to 43, says the 
Administration’s forces are “wav- 
ering.” 

McCarran says the disclosure 
that Vermont’s two Republican 
Senators—Austin and Gibson-— 
would change to the President's 
side if certain concessions were 
granted has resulted in stiffening 
support for his amendment. 

Senators striving to get the bill 
enacted in the form the President 
desires reply that their lines are 
holding. 

Changes Made in Bill. 

The Roosevelt leaders have 
agreed to changes desired by the 
Vermont Senators. One would elim- 
inate much of: the preamble. Op- 
ponents of the bill have criticised 
the preamble on the ground that 
it empowers the President to do 
anything he desires~ with the 
money. Another modification would 
earmark $350,000,000 of the work 
fund for flood control and other 
purposes. Vermont has had heavy 
flood losses in recent years,

Co-Trustee and Operating 
Head of Railroad Says 
Fixed Charges Must Be 
Cut by Two-Thirds. 


Tue inquiry into the financial 
management of the Frisco Railroad 
prior to bankruptcy was resumed 
today with James M. Kurn, op- 
erating head of the railroad and 
former president, who testified yes- 
terday that in his opinion it was 
heavily overcapitalized, on the wit- 
ness stand for the third successive 
day. John G. Lonsdale, co-trustee 
with Kurn, initiated the inquiry 
through his attorney, Frank A. 


Thompson. 

Kurn said he made no objection 
to the purchase of 183,000 shares 
of Rock Island stock in 1926 be- 
cause he was not asked for his 
opinion by E. N. Brown, chairman 
of the board, and. because he was 
told the purchase was to further a 
consolidation of the Frisco and the 
Rock Island, a plan in which he 
said he recognized “great possibili- 
ties.” 

He gave this testimony under 
questioning by Jack Lewis Kraus 
of New York, representing the Gans 
bondholding interests, who filed the 
original receivership suit against 
the Frisco. The Rock Island pur- 
chase, as has been told, was. on 
Brown’s personal order, and re- 
sulted in a paper loss to the Fris- 
co of about $10,000,000. Kurn had 


consolidate with the Rock Island 
or sell its Rock Island stock. 
Profitable Purchase. 

Purchase of the Gulf, Texas & 
Western for $1,800,000 in 1930 was 
profitable to the Frisco because 
even if the “road had been 
scrapped” the purchase protected 
the Frisco’s competitive position in 
Texas and Oklahoma, Kurn testi- 
fied in response to queries by 
Thompson before Kraus took over 
the questioning. This was the only 
financial transaction about which 
Kurn was questioned which he said 
was advantageous to the Frisco. 

Kurn expressed the opinion in his 
testimony yesterday that in any re- 
organization of the railroad the 
fixed charges, which had been run- 
ning about $13,000,000 annually, 
should be reduced to-about $4,000,- 
000. Fixed charges in the four years 
preceding the receivership of Nov. 
1, 1932, were as follows, he said, 
using round figures: 1929, $12,500,- 
000; 1930, $12,700,000; 1931, $13,300,- 
000; 1932, $13,500,000. 

In the spring of _1932 the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission, stat- 
ing the Frisco was overcapitalized, 
approved a loan of $1,800,000 to 
the railroad from the Reconstruc- 
tion Finance Corporation on condi- 
tion the Frisco should submit a 
plan for a “substantial reduction” 
in fixed charges. The commission 
valued the railroad property, car- 
ried on the company’s books at 
$421,000,000, at $288,000,000. 

.  Kurn Explains His Terms. 

His use of the term “over-capital- 
ization,” Kurn explained, was based 
on depression conditions, as in the 
period from 1920 to 1929 the rail- 
road was able not only to earn its 
fixed charges but to pay common 
and preferred dividends. 

Asked by Thompson if excessive 
capitalization was not a prime rea- 
son for the receivership, Kurn re- 
plied that it undoubtedly was, cou- 
pled with a “tremendous falling off

in business.” Passenger revenues, 
he said, had dropped from $26,000,- 
000 in 1921 to about $3,000,000 in 
1931. 

“Isn't it a fact as shown by the 
company’s own files,” Thompson in- 


co was in straitened circumstances, 
with money going out faster than 
it was coming in; that the company 
was borrowing large sums from 
banks; that it was constantly shift- 
ing funds to meet fixed require- 
ments and make _ dividend pay- 
ments; that the New York offices 
were constantly calling on you for 
funds and urging economies on 
you, and that you had cut expenses 
as much as you could?” 

“That is a fair statement,” Kurn 
answered. 

Expenses “Cut to Bone.” 
Thompson’s question summarized 
information contained in letters be- 
tween the New York and St. Louis 
offices, which he had read into the 
record. In November, 1930, several 
months after business had begun 
to decline and Kurn had begun to 
“cut expenses to the bone” and 
defer payment of current bills pur- 
suant to advices from New York, 
directors of the company declared 
dividends totaling $4,258,000. 

“We were living off the fat of 
previous years,” Kurn_ declared, 
adding, “We could make these cur- 
tailments only because of large ex- 
penditures on the property before 
1930.” 

In April, 1931, Kurn said in re- 
sponse to a question, he had writ- 
ten to Brown, stating expenses 
had been cut as deeply as was 
commensurate with safe _ oper- 
ation. In other letters read by 
Thompson, Kurn had said mainten- 
ance-of-way was down to the dan- 
ger point and had expressed con- 
cern over the status of workmen 
laid off in the closing of Frisco 
shops. 

During 1930, when the Frisco was 
“pinched” for cash, it paid about 
$8,000,000 in dividends, Kurn testi- 
fied. The November declaration 
was of $2,948,000 on the preferred 
stock for 1931 and of $1,300,000 on 
the common stock for the last quar- 


ter of 1930. 


In July, 1931, the Frisco was 


forced to borrow $1,474,000 from its 
new banking connection, the Chase 
National Bank of New York, in or- 
der to pay the preferred dividends 
for the last two quarters of the year, 
Kurn said. 

“And the Chase is still holding the 
sack for the loan,” he added with a 
rueful chuckle. He had stated re- 
peatedly that he had had nothing 
to do with the financial manage- 
ment of the railroad, under “dis- 
tinct” instructions from Chairman 
Brown. 

Abandoned Readjustment Plan. 

Turning to the Frisco’s readjust- 
ment plan of July, 1932, later aban- 
doned after opposition by the RFC 
and others, Thompson asked Kurn 
about a $400,000 fund set aside for 
expenses of carrying out the plan. 

Kurn said the New York officers 
transferred $200,000 of the com- 
pany’s money to the special fund 
soon after the plan was promulgat- 
ed. Later, four days before the re- 
ceivership of Nov. 1, 1932, another 
transfer of $100,000 was made and 
then on the eve of receivership, Oct. 
31, a final transfer of $100,000 was 
made, Kurn testified. He added that 
he attended none of the directors’ 
meetings at which the transfers 
were authorized. 

After he had been appointed re- 
ceiver, Kurn testified, he telephoned 
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C. W. Michel of New York, Brown’s 
assistant, and inquired about the 
fund pursuant to Court instructions 
to take charge of all the railroad 
property. 

He quoted Michel as saying, “se 
don’t know about that — you’d bet- 
ter consult your attorney.” Kurn 
said about $316,000 remained in the 
fund at that time.

DEFEATED IN HOUSE 


Proposal to Let Justices Retire 
On Full Pay at 70 Beaten, 
207 to 144. 


By the Associated Press. 


Supreme Court retirement bill was 
defeated in the House yesterday, 
207 to 144. 

The bill sought to give the mem- 
bers of the Court the gption of re- 
tiring on full salary of $20,000, in- 
stead of resigning, at the age of 70 
after serving 10 years, subject to 
voluntary casual service out on the 
circuits at the call of the Chief 
Justice. At present, a justice may 
resign, but his salary is thereaf- 
ter subject to Congressional altera- 
tion. 

Under the defeated bill a retired 
justice would be technically a mem- 
ber of the Court, with salary be- 
yond the scope of Congressional 
action by constitutional provision. 

The late Justice Oliver Wendell 
Holmes resigned in 1932. Subse- 
quently his salary was reduced by 
the economy act of Congress. He 
was the only member of the Court 
to have his salary reduced in this 
way. 

Opposition to the bill was led by 
Representative Blanton (Dem.), 
Texas, who pointed out that had 
Justice Holmes retired at 70 he 
could have drawn his $20,000 a year 
for 24 years. Blanton said also that 
had Holmes been so encouraged to 
resign some of his greatest deci- 
sions would not have been written. 

Represenattive Christianson 
(Rep.), Minnesota, wanted to know 
if Chairman Summers of the Judi- 
ciary Committee “can assure wus 
there is no intention of facilitating 
changes in the present complexion 
of the Court.” 

Summers said he could not say, 
but that the only object was to 
make it easier for justices to retire. 
Sumners disclosed that a member

HAVANA, March 7.—A_ detach- 
ment of 300 soldiers occupied Ha- 
vana University today as the gov- 
ernment of President Carlos Mendi- 
eta tried to put down the strikes 
threatening its authority. The ac- 
tion was taken after a day of vio- 
lence which resulted in the deaths 
of two persons and injuries to 12. 

The invasion of the university 
grounds ended the institution’s jeal- 
ously cherished autonomy.

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

S chairman! of the Committee on the 

Legal Aspects of Criminology of 
the Missouri Bar Association (the com- 
mittee which proposed the criminal law 
bills which the Judiciary Committee of 
the State Legislature has rejected), I am 
very much interested in your splendid 
editorials on criminal law reform. 

I am suggesting to the members of this 
committee that we hold a meeting shortly 
for the purpose of considering the advisi- 
bility of a program by the initiative in 
Missouri.

Under the terms 
of the law, Mr. McCarl cannot be reappointed, but 
the suggestion has been made that Congress may be 
so desirous of keeping him on guard over the dis- 
bursing of the public funds that it will extend his 
term by rewriting that section of the law. 

The office of Comptroller-General is unique among 
the major posts of the Federal Government. Most 
officials either hold their seats for a relatively short 
length of time—from two to six years in the case of 
members of Congress—or are appointed for life, as 
in the case of members of the Supreme Court and 
other Federal Judges. In establishing the office of 
Comptroller-General in the Budget and Accounting 
Act of 1921, Congress sought to make the position as 
independent as possible of the legislative and execu- 
tive branches of the Government without giving its 
occupant life tenure. Hence the 16-year term and 
the requirement of a joint vote of both houses of 
Congress for removal. 

The country has been fortunate in its first Comp- 
troller-General. Appointed by President Harding in 
1921, Mr. McCarl, a one-time secretary to Senator 
Norris of Nebraska, has filled his post with fine reso- 


lution for what he has regarded as just. He had his 
differences with the Republicans during the Harding, 
Coolidge and Hoover administrations, as he is having 
differences with the Democrats now. 

The comptroller-generalship calls for the highest 
integrity. The man who judges the validity of the 
expenditures of the Federal Government, Keeps its ac- 
counts and supervises the recovery of debts due it, 
must be above politics in the ordinary sense of the 
term. If he had no other duty than to advise offi- 
cials and departments in advance regarding matters 
of disbursement and proposed legislation, his would 
be one of the key places in the structure of the Fed 
eral: Government. The people have a vital interest

Still, 
it is disheartening that the man who won interna- 
tional esteem as the professional peacemaker should 
subscribe to the philosophy that for more than a 
hundred years—ever since the Congress of Vienna— 
has darkened the skies of Europe with war clouds 
and finally drenched the continent in blood. 
Certainly no important chancellery anywhere can 
point an accusing finger at London. They are all 
guilty. In the name of security, France has built 
a military establishment, augmented by alliances, 
which, under the twin auspices of opportunity and 
provocation, might conceivably plunge her into an- 
other Napoleonic spasm. Italy, so Mussolini proud- 
ly insists, is ready for any turn of fortune. Were 
Kipling today sounding a warning against “Adam- 
zad,” he might describe the Russian Colossus as “the 
man that walks like a bear.” Japan demands naval 
equality with Great Britain and the United States. 
and is fully committed, in the opinion of an ob- 
server like Lloyd George, to the conquest of China, 
toward which she has started. Administrative senti- 
ment in Washington looks eagerly to a navy “up 
to the treaty limits.” The fetters of Versailles have, 
in effect, been struck from Germany, which no longer 
drills in secret.

Writing in celebration of the late jurist’s 89th birthday, five years ago, University 


of London political scientist described him as one of the supreme expositors of 


principle in the annals of the common law; echoed Lord Morley’s belief 
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that 


in Holmes America possessed the greatest Judge of the English-speaking world

HE Supreme Court of the United States 
t is not merely a tribunal where the con- 

troversies of men are resolved; it is also 
a legislature in which the life of a nation is 
given form and color. Since John Marshall 
revealed to the American people what their 
new Constitution might imply, none has so 
Clearly molded its texture as Mr. Justice 
Holmes. He stands out in its history not 
merely as one of the two or three most sig- 
nificant figures in the record, but, also, us 
one of the supreme expositors of principle 
in the annals of the common law. To read 
his opinions-‘is to capture once again some- 
thing of the excitement a lawyer feels when 
he first reads a judgment of Mansfield or 
Jessel or Bowen. 

Here is law in the grand style, law as a 
part of the living fabric of life, law’as liter- 
ature as well as technic, law as philosophy 
not less than science. When, 25 years ag), 
John Morley visited America, he came back 
to affirm that in Mr. Justice Holmes Amer- 
ica possessed the greatest Judge of the En- 
glish-speaking world. Time reinforces that 
emphasis; for it has made of him a member 
of that supreme fellowship which reaches 
back to the endless past in which men 
sought a place for plan and order in human 
affairs. Gaius is there, and Ulpian, Mans- 
field and d’Aguesseau, Marshall and Savig- 
ny and Maitland. I do not think they will 
resent the company of Mr. Justice Holmes. 

Whether as Chief Justice in Massachu- 
setts, or as a member of the Supreme Court, 
he has sought to make the infinitely small 
illuminate the infinitely great. He has had 
a consistent sense of himself as the servant 
of great principles, bound to their applica- 
tion not in terms of his personal desires but 
of their relation to popular will. He has 
understood the part that development must 
play in law; has sought, therefore, to safe- 
guard the present from imprisonment in the 
categories of the past. The test to whi:h 
he has brought all principle he has been 
asked to judge is not whether he approved 
it, nor whether its results may be judged 
desirable; what rather he has done is to 
ask himself always whether a reasonable 
man could do what, on the evidence, a leg- 
islature has chosen to attempt. He has not 
made himself the jailer of experiment, nor 
has he ever sought to exalt the acts of 
government over the claims of humble citi- 


zens. 
e * . 


He has been alert to the needs of power, 
but critical always of the means by which 
it sought to realize its end. He has recorg- 
nized, as some of his colleagues have failed 
to recognize, that the American Constitution 
does not forbid experiment, but asks only 
that experiment shall be tender to estab- 
lished expectation. He has never sought, as, 
again, some of his colleagues have sought, 
to make his philosophy an absolute, to estab- 
lish it as a standard to which other men 
must necessarily conform. His life on the 
bench has been a process of learning, a rec- 
Ognition that habits and principles change, 
that each truth must“be born of someone's 
experience, that a golden rule is only too 
often an instrument of persecution. 

In the result, he has always kept sten 
with the march of the age. He has seen that 
his task is not the satisfaction of a dead 
past, but the considered response to a living 
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present. The criterion by which he has 
worked has been an effort so to shape con- 
stitutional dogma that it is not a Procrustes’ 


bed upon which men lose their human shape. 


He has never forgotten the famous admoni- 
tion of John Marshall, that it is a Constitu- 
tion he is expounding; and he has cease- 
lessly remembered that the Constitution 
not a gate but a road. 

He has recognized that the problems of 
120,000,000 people in the modern and positive 
State are not the problems of the sparse and 
scattered communities in the America of 
Hamilton and Jefferson. Where Congress 
has thought what, on the evidence, a rea- 
sonable man might think, he has refused to 
be outraged by its novelty or dismayed by 
the increase of its power. He has asked 
only for proof that the authority sought is 
one not denied by the Constitution. He aas 
realized that the conception of statehood is 
not a dogma fixed eternally in 1787, but an 
elastic formula shaped by the experiences 
of mankind. His refusal to make his own 
social philosophy the measure of congres- 
sional action has not been the least force in 
this last generation in making the Consti- 
tution of the United States compatible with 


the enlargement of American life.

He has always been intensely American 
and proud of the tradition for which his 
America stands. The granite and barberry 
bushes of Massachusetts, some old house at 
Newburyport, a great incident in the history 
of America, one sees as he points them out 
how large a part America has played in 
building his philosophy. Perhaps, indeed, 
nothing plays so much havoc with his gen- 
eral Stoicism as the type of American wh9 
is eager, at all costs, to proclaim the su- 
periority of Europe. He has a full sense 
of the romance of America, the grim con- 
quest of inexorable nature by the pioneers 
who wrested civilization from a wilderness, 
A reverence for Athens and Oxford.

NEW YORK, March 7. — Her- 
bert Witherspoon, a former vice- 
president of the Chicago Civic 
Opera, will succeed Giulio Gatti- 
Casazza as general manager of the 
Metropolitan Opera next season un- 
der an agreement reached yester- 
day between the Metropolitan board 
of directors and the Juilliard Musi- 
cal Foundation. 

Directors of the Metropolitan an- 
nounced they had approved “in 
principle” an offer by the Juilliard 
‘Foundation to help finance another 
season in return for certain consid- 
erations. 

In addition to having an _ active 
voice in the management through 
Witherspoon, the Juilliard Founda- 
tion will be represented on the 
board of directors by John M. 
Perry, trustee of the Foundation; 
Dr. John Erskine, president of the 
Juilliard School of Music, and Er- 
nest Hutcheson, dean of the school. 

Edward Ziegler, assistant general 
manager under Gatti-Casazza, will 
remain, and Edward Johnson, Ca- 
nadian tenor, will be an assistant 
general manager. 

The Juilliard Foundation offered 
to contribute $150,000 toward a 
$250,000 fund to underwrite’ the 
1935-36 season, the Metropolitan 
to raise the $100,000 difference 
through a campaign for increased 
subscriptions. Unless the campaign 
results in an increase of at least 
10 per cent more than the subscrip- 
tions for the current season the of- 
fer would fall. 

The Foundation’s offer also calls 
for a supplemental season, in addi- 
tion to the present 14-week season, 
at which young singers, particu- 
larly Americans, would have an op- 
portunity.
